No Money to Schools 
Plenty to Assessor 


On February 8, 1962, Hempstead County Tax 


Assessor Carter Sutton rejected the Hope School 
District Board's proposal to revive the property 
reassessment program and advised the board that 
current revenues ought to be "sufficient to maintain 
the schools." 


That's what you read in yesterday's Star. This 


morning your editor checked the total annual operat- 
ing expense of the office of Tax Assessor for the 
last 12 years — 1951 through the indicated total 
for 1962. 


Under Carter Sutton the Tax Assessor's office 


expense hit an all-time high his first year, 1961, 
and will set stil.l another high by the end of 1962. 


The public schools don't need money — but the 


Tax Assessor does! 


We are publishing below the 12-year record of 


the Tax Assessor's office expense as filed in the 
office of County Clerk. These are official audit 
figures from 1951 through 1960. The figures for 
1961 
and the first half of 1962 are taken from the 


Warrant Register. Warrants for the first half of 
1962 total $5,100, which includes some extra 
expense during the spring which won't be repeated 
in the last half-year. This would put last-half ex- 
pense at $4,900, making a total for 1962 of $ 10,OOQ, 
based on the Warrant Register report.

More than 69.5 million persons 


have jobs at the latest estimate. 
That tops the previous record of 
fifi.7 million in June 19G1. Most of 
ihe increase in work opportunities 
in recent years has been in the 
service industries. The old line ba- 
sic industries of manufacturing 
mining, farming, have shown com 
parativcly little growth, and in 
some instances 
the 
number 
of 


workers has declined. 


And 
in many manufacturing 


companies the number of white 
collar employes has grown at a 
much faster rate than the ranks of 
the blue collar, 
o'r production, 


workers. 


The number of jobless in June 


was put at just under 4.5 million, i 
or'5.5 per cent of the total labor' 
force. But since the labor force is 
285,000 smaller than a year ago 
although 
total 
population 
has 


grown, many obeervers feel that 
an uncounted number of,persons 
have just given up looking for 
work. 


If they were included, the num- 


ber of joble s would be even more 
disturbing. Labor leaders also con- 
tend that large numbers of per- 
sons 
working only part 
time 


should be counted when consider- 
ing how far the nation is falling 
behind its legally set goal of full 
employment. 


The record number of those with 


jobs helped send total personal in- 
come to an annual rate of $440.4 
billion in June, compared with 
$439.7 billion in May and $416 bil- 
lion, in June 1901. Also helping 
swell1 the total were higher inter- 
est paid on savings, larger divi- 
dends in many instances, higher 
rents in some places, and bigger 
fees for some services. 


This burgeoning total of person- 


al income gave a glow to the 
whole economy. Disappointing was 
that the monlh-lo-month increase 
had grown slimmer this year. 


Consumers were spending this 


income and taking on debt without 
too much signs yet 6f scrimping. 
Total retail sales in June at $19.1 
billion were down $3 million from 
May and below the April record 
of $19.(i billion, but comfortably 
above the June 
11)61 figure of 


$17.9 
billion. 


Department store sales for the 


year to mid July were 5 per cent 
ahead of the like period last year. 
Consumer instalment debt in May 
was $43.9 billion, up $4 million 
from April and $1.8 billion aheac 
of March, 
indicating the public 


was confident enough to take on 
new obligations.

the bare statistics 
them- 


selves—employment, income, con- 
sumer spending 
and instalmenl 


buying—the'economy looked fairly 
healthy in midsummer. II was the
